"So easy when yen know 
hew !” 
T h at bit of cooking comfort, a p ­ 
plies to pie crust, too And one of 
the things th at puzzles the young 
housekeeper is the variation in pie 
crust results. 
"It was so easy the last time, and 
here I’ve done exactly the sam e 
things I did before, and 
my

crust isn’t nearly 
so 
light 
and 
flaky W hat can the m atter be?" 
T here are a few dimple rules th at 
may help the pte-devotee to achieve 
fairly regular good results. 
First, keep all ingredients o ld 
ice cold 
Second, Ingredients not only have 
to 
be 
m easured, 
but 
som etim es 
varied a trifle Here are the sta n d ­ 
ard m easurem ents: 
I cup flour 
1-3 cup shortening 
1-4 teaspoon salt,. W ater. 
And there Is no absolutely fixed 
am ount of w ater that will invar­ 
iably give the right results 
Flour 
varies in quality and this m ust be 
observed by the coak us she mixes 


the dough. 
Also, 
the 
shortening 
u eel will affect texture Lard yields 
the h ighest am ount of fat. and lf 
(tile r shortening is used a spoonful 
or two m ore m ay be necessary. 
T hird, pie dough must be h an d ­ 
led lightly and 
quickly.

the 
shortening into the flour 
w ith 
a 
knife an d chop until it look* like a 
lot of lit Ie peas.

cold , 
water, an d only enough to make It j 
possible to roll the dough, ll too j 
m uch w ater is added the crust will t 
be hard, not flaky. This should be 
gathered together with the hand, 
but not kneaded. Rolling should be 
brief

If the pie is to have a top crust*— 
in which case there should be dou­ 
ble the q u an tity m entioned above 
then th e dough should be divided 
into tw o equal parts, patted, placed
